This work, a translation from the Latin of the passages in Camden’s Annales 
relating to Mary Queen of Scots, was originally published in 1624, in folio form. 
The Epistle Dedicatory of the copies then first issued was signed “ Wil. Strangvage ”, 
almost certainly a pseudonym, adopted from fear of the book’s reception.

Excessively rare. Mr. W. J. C. Moons, who has written a most interesting 
article on the book in Archmologia, vo). li, mentions that he procured his own copy only 
after it had been advertised for in Holland and throughout Europe during five years. 

The only other copies I know of are one in the Bodleian, one in the University Library, 
Cambridge, and another in a private collection. 

The book, which was printed by the first Norwich printer, Antonins de Solemne, 
a Dutch refugee, who established his Dress in 1568, gives a detailed account of the 
Spanish rnle in the Netherlands under the Duke of Alva, and of the cruelties practised 
by the Inquisition. For obvious reasons the real names of the author and translator— 

Philip Marnix de St. Aldegonde, who wrote the original in French, arid Carl Rykewaert, 
a one-time minister of the Dutch Church in Norwich, respectively—were not given; 
nor did the printer publish his name. It was of course a work most damaging to the 
Catholics, and every copy they could lay bands on was destroyed. Five editions, of 
which the above is the first, in Dutch, English, and French, were published by 1584. 

Its influence must have been very great, and the fourth and fifth editions, which were 
pirated issues brought out by the Catholics with all the passages tending to bring 
discredit on their Church omitted or altered, show with what alarm they regarded ire 
publication.
